Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-3 and 5-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The IDS 
submitted 12/18/08 and 5/18/09 fail to provide art which would anticipate or is 
obvious over the disclosed invention. Prior art does not a gas cooling type 
vacuum heat treatment furnace for cooling an article and includes a gas cooling 
and circulating device for sucking and pressurizing the gas passing through the 
cooling chamber in combination with a gas direction switching device including a 
hollow cowling with accommodating suction ports which surrounding the heat 
exchanger and an elevating device for moving the cowling into position with 
regards to the heat exchanger.
